To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  hire  all  necessary  sums  of  money  for  use  during  the  year 
In  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ART.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants 
which  may  become  available  during  the  course  of  the  year,  in  accor- 
dance with  RSA  31:95-b  and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  from 
any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used  for  purposes 
for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money. 

ART.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  sell  unused  equipment  at  the  Highway  Department 
through  the  advertised  sealed  bid  system. 

ART.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,000.00  (four  thousand)  dollars  for  the  Croydon  Volunteer 
Fire  Department. 

ART.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $10,000.00  (ten  thousand)  dollars  for  the  New  Bridge  Trust 
Fund  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  expend  any  and  all 
sums  of  money  accumulated  for  said  purpose  for  the  replacement  of 
the  Cash  Street  bridge. 

ART.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  expend  what  sums  of  money  is  deemed  necessary  for 
the  reclamation  and  restoration  of  the  present  dump  sight  to  meet  re- 
quirements of  the  New  Hampshire  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste,  said  sums 
of  money  to  be  transferred  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Solid  Waste 
Fund. 

ART.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $48,000.00  (forty-eight  thousand)  dollars  to  purchase  a  1987 
CMC  Dump  Truck  with  accessories  for  the  Highway  Department  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $30,000.00  (thirty  thousand)  dollars  from 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  that  purpose.  The  balance  of 
$12,000.00  (twelve  thousand)  dollars  to  be  withdrawn  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Account  and  the  remaining  $6,000.00  (six  thousand) 
to  come  from  general  taxation. 

ART.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $65,000.00  (sixty-five  thousand)  dollars  for  the  construction 
and  original  equipping  of  a  new  Municipal  building  for  the  purpose  of 
housing  town  officers  and  agents. 

ART.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $55,000.00  dollars  for  the  construction  and  original  equipping 
of  a  new  Town  highway  garage. 
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ART.  12.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-f  for  the  ad- 
justed elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax?  These  statutes  provide 
for  the  following  exemptions,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified 
taxpayers:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $10,000.00;  for  a 
person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years,  $15,000.00;  or  a  person  80  years 
of  age  or  older,  $20,000.00.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a 
New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real  estate  in- 
dividually or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  his  spouse,  they 
must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer 
must  have  a  net  income  of  less  than  $12,000.00,  and  own  net  assets  of 
$30,000.00  or  less,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence." 

ART.  13.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  80:58-86  for  a  real 
estate  tax  lien  procedure?  These  statutes  provide  that  tax  sales  to 
private  individuals  for  nonpayment  of  property  taxes  on  real  estate  are 
replaced  with  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure  under  which  only  a 
municipality  or  county  where  the  property  is  located  or  the  state  may 
acquire  a  tax  lien  against  land  and  buildings  for  unpaid  taxes." 

ART.  14.  Do  you  approve  of  having  2  sessions  for  the  annual  town 
meeting  in  this  town,  the  first  session  for  the  choice  of  town  officers 
elected  by  an  official  ballot  and  other  action  required  to  be  inserted  on 
said  official  ballot  and  the  second  session,  on  a  date  set  by  the  select- 
men, for  the  transaction  of  other  business? 

ART.  15.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

(W.  Ballou/R.  Gross)  Voted 
in  the  affirmative  as  written  and  the  Moderator  ruled  this  was  just  the 
"will  of  the  people"  and  is  a  non-binding  vote  until  a  written  ballot  is 
taken.  The  Moderator  ruled  this  ballot  could  be  at  the  next  special 
town  meeting. 

Art.  36.  Radioactive  waste.  The  article  as  written  was  amended  to 
strike  out  'Seabrook  Nuclear  Plant'.  The  amended  article  (Dr.  W. 
Hickey/C.  Barton)  was  passed  to  read:  The  Town  voted  to  instruct  the 
Town's  representatives  to  the  Court  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to 
insure  that  no  low  level  radioactive  waste  from  any  nuclear  plant  shall 
be  stored  or  disposed  of  within  this  Town  of  Croydon  unless  and  until 
the  proposed  site  of  the  proposed  storage  or  disposal  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  voters  of  the  Town  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  by  writ- 
ten ballot. 
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Art.  37.  Any  other  business.  Rita  Gross  brough  it  to  the  attention 
of  those  present  that  the  Cemetery  regulations  could  be  found  on 
Page  16;  She  also  requested  a  correction  to  be  made  on  the  inside  of 
the  first  page  listing  the  Town  Clerks  and  Deputy  Town 
Clerk  . . .  Under  deputy,  the  year  1961  should  be  changed  to  1948.  Rita 
then  thanked  Donna  Leslie  for  the  complimentary  comments  about 
her  in  the  Church  letter  and  thanked  the  Selectmen  for  dedicating  this 
Town  Report  to  her  as  she  completes  21  years  as  Town  Clerk. 


Donna  Leslie  asked  why  the  meeting  was  not  held  on  a  Saturday 
since  the  'will  of  the  meeting'  last  March  was  to  have  the  business 
held  on  a  Saturday.  The  Moderator  explained  the  procedure  necessary 
for  the  Town  to  have  2  meeting  days  —  the  election  of  officers  must 
be  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  according  to  State  Law  and  if  the 
business  part  of  the  meeting  is  changed  on  a  permanent  basis,  3 
things  must  occur:  1  ...  a  petitition  by  at  least  10  voters  must  be 
presented  to  the  Selectmen,  then  it  must  be  in  the  warrant  and  must 
be  a  ballot  vote. 

The  Moderator  then  asked  for  a  standing  ovation  for  Gerald  (Bud) 
Gross  and  Rita  Gross.  (Thank  You) 

The  business  meeting  was  adjourned  and  the  balloting  continued 
until  6:00  P.M.  when  the  Moderator  declared  the  polls  closed. 
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There  were  258  names  on  the  checklist  and  76  voted  (2  of  these  were 
absentee  ballots)

NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Newport  Ambulance  Service  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
Croydon  for  their  continued  support  in  1987. 

Over  the  past  year,  ambulance  personnel  responded  to  28  calls  in 
the  Town  of  Croydon.  Twenty  four  of  these  calls  were  for  medical 
emergencies.  The  remaining  4  were  standby  calls  for  fire  coverage  or 
at  police  request. 

In  1986,  the  ambulance  responded  to  Croydon  26  times,  reflecting 
an  increase  in  demand  for  services  of  roughly  8%  in  1987. 

Currently,  the  Ambulance  Department  operates  with  10  dedicated 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians.  Several  attendants  have  additional 
training  in  advanced  life  support  techniques  including  IV  therapy  and 
cardiac  defibrillation. 

Again  in  1988,  the  Ambulance  Department  hopes  to  train  as  many 
people  as  possible  in  CPR.  For  a  small  investment  of  one  or  two  even- 
ings a  year,  lives  can  be  saved.  Any  member  of  the  ambulance  service 
will  be  happy  to  locate  or  teach  the  course  for  as  few  as  six  people  in  a 
class.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1986  and  June  1987,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than 
normal.  The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children, 
fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  tax  law  may  be  violated,  call  you  Forest  Fire  Warden,  or  Con- 
cord Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1, 1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Select- 
men for  timber  tax  forms.

Combine  these  activities  with  lawn  mowing,  snow  shoveling,  wood 
cutting,  normal  repair  and  maintenance  of  building  and  equipment, 
and  two  groups  of  willing  volunteers,  the  results  give  a  feeling  of  a  job 
worth-while. 

I  would  like  to  congratulate  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Croydon 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  for  being  chosen  to  receive  the  Governors 
Award  for  Volunteerism.  They  have  a  great  organization  and  it  is  an 
honor  much  deserved  and  long  over  due.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  OFFICIAL 

For  the  fifth  consecutive  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  building  permits  issued  in  the  Town  of  Croydon.  In  1983  my 
first  year  as  your  Building  Official,  I  made  out  12  permits.  In  subse- 
quent years  the  totals  were:  1984, 19  permit;  1985,  22  permits;  1986,  32 
permits.  Last  year's  1987  total  reached  37  permits  issued. 

A  breakdown  of  last  year's  projects  reveals  the  following:  new 
houses,  11  (eleven);  mobile  homes  installed,  2;  additions,  4;  garages, 
8;  sheds,  8;  porches,  3;  and  1  open  deck.  As  the  figures  indicate  most 
permits  were  issued  for  significant  projects.  In  fact,  the  11  (eleven) 
permits  given  for  new  houses,  along  with  8  issued  for  the  same  in 
1986,  seem  to  show  that  the  town  is  growing  briskly. 

Last  year  in  this  space  I  asked  if  Croydon  had  been  "discovered", 
and  whether,  if  it  had,  that  was  good  or  bad?  The  answer  to  this  ques- 
tion is  even  more  important  this  year!  Input  from  residents  to  town  of- 
ficials, your  selectpersons,  planning  board  members  and  myself  in 
particular,  is  not  only  desired  but  critical.  What  type  of  community 
Croydon  is  to  become,  and  how  much  control  it  has  over  itself  will 
have  to  be  faced.  We  need  to  know  what  each  individual's  thoughts 
are  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  public  consensus  toward  the  town's 
growth.  Contact  us! 

Persons  planning  to  construct  a  new  home  or  install  a  mobile  home 
in  Croydon  in  1988  will  absolutely  have  to  present  to  me  a  septic 
system  plan  approved  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  before  the  pro- 
ject is  initiated.  Permits  will  not  be  issued  without  copies  of  the  State 
approval  document  and  sewerage  plan.  It  can  take  a  month  or  two  or 
even  longer  to  deal  with  this  matter,  so  start  early.  Contact  me  if  you 
need  advice. 

Permits  for  all  projects  can  be  obtained  from  me  at  my  residence  on 
the  North  Newport  Road.  A  phone  call  to  assure  my  presence  is  ad- 
vised. My  number  is  863-1764.

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Croydon  School  District; 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  again  that  the  Village  School 
continues  to  be  a  place  where  students  are  learning  in  a  warm, 
supportive  environment. 

In  addition  to  teaching  students  the  basic  skills  of  reading, 
writing,  speaking,  listening  and  math,  Mr.  Brettell  has  been  able 
to  provide  the  twenty-three  students  at  the  Village  School  with 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  Arts  Alive  program  at 
Hopkins  Center  in  Hanover.  He  applied  for  and  received  a  grant 
from  the  NH  Charitable  Fund  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  program, 
which  includes  five  professional  performances  in  theater  and 
music,  two  workshops  especially  designed  for  children,  and  a 
museum  gallery  visit. 

A  new  fence  was  erected  in  front  of  the  school  during  the 
summer  through  a  donation  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leonard  Wien  of 
Grantham. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  hot  lunch  program  is  being  pro- 
vided by  the  Newport  School  program.  Mrs.  Janice  Perry,  direc- 
tor, has  incorporated  Croydon's  needs  into  the  Newport  pro- 
gram and  provides  a  nutritious  daily  lunch  to  the  Village  School. 
By  not  having  to  prepare  lunch  at  the  school,  our  new  teaching 
assistant,  Annette  Dodge,  can  devote  all  her  time  to  instruction. 

The  Croydon  Village  School  is  unique  in  New  Hampshire 
where  there  are  only  two  other  one-room  schoolhouses.  It  is  a 
small  school  where  the  teacher,  Mr.  Brettell,  and  the  assistant, 
Mrs.  Dodge,  make  big  things  happen  by  helping  the  students  of 
Croydon  to  learn  to  read,  write,  compute  and  how  to  get  along 
with  each  other.

DIRECTOR  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

Special  Education  services  are  available  to  every  student  in 
the  Croydon  School  District.  The  Croydon  Village  School  has  a 
pupil  placement  team  consisting  of  the  child's  classroom 
teacher,  school  psychologist,  speech/language  pathologist  and 
if  necessary,  the  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services.  When  a 
child  is  in  need  of  special  education  services,  the  team  together 
with  the  parents,  plan  and  develop  an  individualized  educa- 
tional program  designed  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the 
student. 

The  Croydon  School  District  has  five  handicapped  students. 
All  of  these  students  have  language  and  learning  disabilities 
and  receive  their  special  education  services  in  the  Newport 
Public  Schools.  At  this  time,  there  are  no  handicapped  students 
in  the  Croydon  Village  School. 

School  Administrative  Unit  #43  is  currently  in  the  process 
of  establishing  a  regional  special  class  for  emotionally  hand- 
icapped students.  This  class  will  be  located  at  Sunapee 
Elementary  School  and  will  serve  children  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  ten. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  our  teachers,  parents,  and  School 
Board  members  for  their  continued  support  of  our  exceptional 
children.  I  encourage  you  to  visit  your  local  school's  special 
education  programs  as  well  as  our  regional  School  Ad- 
ministrative Unit  programs  located  in  New  London  (Pre-School), 
mentally  retarded  (Newport),  and  emotionally  disturbed 
(Sunapee).

March  10,  1987 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator,  Willis  Ballou, 
Jr.  at  10:00  a.m.  The  pools  were  open  from  10:00  a.m.  to  6:00 
p.m.  to  vote  on  Articles  1-5.  The  results  are  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1:  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Willis  Ballou,  was  so  declared. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year.  Michelle 
Huneven  was  so  declared. 

ARTICLE  3:     To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years.  Susan  O'Brien  was  so  declared. 

ARTICLE  5:     To  choose  an  Auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  commit- 
tees, or  officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.  Arti- 
cle 6  was  passed  without  dissent. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District;  and  to  authorize  the  ap- 
plication against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  State  sources  together  with  in- 
come; the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  revenue  and  appropriation  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town. 

Gerald  Gross  moved  to  take  this  article  by  line  item.  Janet 
Pellerin  seconded  it. 

Instruction:  Passed  without  dissent  for  the  amount  of 
$263,315.00. 

Special  Education:  Gerald  Gross  wanted  to  know  if  there 
were  any  out  of  district  placement  students  this  year.  Ann  Segal 
stated  that  there  were  none  this  year,  but  4  students  were  ex- 
pected next  year.  Special  Education  was  then  passed  without 
dissent  for  the  amount  of  $48,350.00. 

Health  Services:  Passed  without  dissent  for  the  amount  of 
$600.00. 
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Support  Services:  Passed  without  dissent  for  the  amount  of 
$285.00. 

Library:     Passed  without  dissent  for  the  amount  of  $150.00. 

Board  of  Education:  Passed  without  dissent  for  the  amount 
of  $1,475.00. 

District  Share  of  School  Administrative  Unit  Expenses: 
Passed  without  dissent  for  the  amount  of  $5,353.00. 

Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Plant:  Passed  without  dis- 
sent for  the  amount  of  $8,414.00. 

Pupil  Transportation:  Passed  without  dissent  for  the 
amount  of  $12,415.00. 

School  Lunch:  Passed  without  dissent  for  the  amount  of 
$900.00. 

Transfer  to  Capital  Reserve:  Was  passed  without  dissent 
for  the  grand  total  amount  of  $341,257.00. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $38,000.00  as  a  deficit  appropriation  to  the 
1986  budget  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  costs  of  transporta- 
tion, tuition,  insurance  and  Special  Education;  and  to  instruct 
the  Clerk  to  issue  a  certificate  therefor  to  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Croydon.  Article  8  was  passed  without  dissent. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
amount  of  any  unencumbered  balance,  not  to  exceed 
$25,000.00  accruing  in  the  1986-87  budget  as  of  June  30, 1987,  to 
establish  a  Capital  Reserve-Special  Education,  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  educating  handicapped  children. 

Gerald  Gross  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  read  $5,000.00  in- 
stead of  $25,000.00.  Carol  Barton  seconded  it.  Artice  9  now 
reads  $5,000.00.  It  was  passed  without  dissent. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  of 
the  School  District  Meeting,  money  from  any  source  which 
becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year,  as  outlined  under  RSA 
198:2  provided  that  (1)  such  money  is  used  for  legal  purposes  for 
which  the  school  district  may  appropriate  money,  (2)  the  School 
Board  holds  a  public  hearing  on  the  expenditure  of  such  money 
before  it  is  expended,  and  (3)  the  expenditure  of  such  money 
does  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  School  District  funds. 
Article  10  was  passed  without  dissent. 
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ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  indemnify  and 
save  harmless  for  loss,  damage  or  violation  of  the  civil  rights  of 
an  employed  teacher  or  student;  ail  school  officials  and 
employees  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:105  and  RSA  31:106.  Ann 
Segal  stated  that  this  was  a  standard  article  this  year.  Article  1 1 
was  passed  without  dissent. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legal- 
ly come  before  this  meeting. 

Meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:35  a.m.  sine  die.
